Spain sentences 11th 
leftist to death 


- MADRID. A military court 
on Saturday convicted a Basque 
separatist of the murder of a 
policeman and sentenced him to 
death, Piece eleventh death sentence 
agains’ guerritlas in less than 
8 month. 

In Barcelona, 2 milftary court 
found separatist Juan Paredes, 22, 
guilty of the murder of a policeman 
during a bank hold-up last June. 
He confessed to being a member of 
the outlawed guerrilla group, 
Basque Homeland and Liberty, 
which has been financing its anti- 
government actions with robberies, 
but denied his participation in the 
attack, 

The trials — with more scheduled 
this autumn — are held under em- 
ergency procedures lmiting the 
rights of the defence and reducing 
the possibilities of appeal. Police 
said ‘the latest wave of umrest 
and violence sweeping Spain has 
produced another 57 arrests of 
left-wing militants. 

In the latest incidents, terrorists 
‘blew up 8. police jeep parked in a 
street in the northern port town of 
Gijon, and in Barcelona guerrillas 
belonging to an extreme right-wing 
group set fire to the home of a 
priest who has criticized the regime. 

The Spanish Government, under 
mounting criticism abroad for the 
death sentences passed on the 11 
ear faces a week of decision 


on whether to execute them. 

Informed sources said the death 
sentences could come up before 
the cabinet on Friday. 

If Genera] Francisco Franco does 
not reprieve them 12 hours after 
the cabinet acknowledges receipt of 
the death warrants, they would be 
executed — either by firing squad 
or the garrotte, a clamp-like iron 
collar. 

Under sentence of death are three 
members of the Basque nationalist 
guerrilla ttion ETA and 
eight militants of the Maoist anti- 
Fascist Patriotic Revolutionary 
Front (FRAP), linked to a Marx- 
ist-Leninist spHnter group of the 
Spanish Communist Party. 

Among the FRAP militants are 
two women, aged 20 and 21. 

Pope Paul yesterday appealed for 
clemency for the 11 sentenced to 
death. The Pontiff told more than 
150,000 pilgrims, gathered in St. 
Peter’s Square for his regular Sun- 
day blessing, that among the many 
gad events In the world which 
troubled him were “the death sen- 
tences on the terrorists in Spain.” 

He said: “We deplore criminal ges- 
tures but we would like them to 
be redeemed by a justice which 
knows how to be magnanimous in 
clemency.” 

Vatican sources said that the 
Pope had already appealed throuh 
diplomatic channels for clemency.

Heath meets with Chairman Mao 


PEKING (Reuter). Former 
British Prime Minister . Edward 
Heath yesterday had a surprise 
audience with Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung end reported that China's aged 
leader was well-informed and in 
comparative good health. 

Mr. Heath told foreign correspon- 
dents the hour-long discussion co- 
vered the whole field of interna- 
tonal affairs and that 81-year-old 
Mao was “absolutely au fait with 
everything that is going on.” 

The two men also talked about 
China’s progress after 26 years of 
Communism. As usual, the Chair- 
man was not satisfied that pro- 
gress had been fast enough, Mr. 
Heath said. 

The Conservative parliamentarian 
met Mao when he visited China 16 
months ago. He said the Chairman, 
whose health has been a source of 
constant speculation, looked com-

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UK gov’t plans to toughen its 


laws against racial discrimination 


LONDON (Ofns), — Tough new 
legislation to replace the British 
Race Relations Act will be intro- 
duced at the next session of Par- 
liament which begins next month. 
The Labour Government's plans for 
this have now been published in 
a White Paper. 

The experience of the first decade 
of trying to deal with racial dis- 
crimination through legislation has 
led the British Government to three 
major conclusions. 

First, that legislation is the ne. 
cessary pre-condition for an effec- 
tive policy to combat racial discri- 
mination; but legislation must be 
both comprehensive and effective, 
otherwise a discriminated commu- 
nity is left with no legal remedy 
to redress its grievances. 

Second, that a process of con- 
ciliation —- on which the present 
Race Relations Act is primarily 
based — has not significantly 
helped to redress the unequal sta- 
tus of Britain's racial minorities. 

Third, that the courts should be 
used to a far greater extent in 
helping complainants to get redress 
for acts of discrimination. 

When the original Race Relations 
Act was being put through Parlia- 
ment over ten years ago, the La- 
bour Government of the day set 
its ears against the demands that 
the courts should be used to deal 
with “racial crimes’; it insisted on 
conciliation procedures. Now the 
courts are to be given a central 
role under the new legislation. In 
this important respect the new Bri- 
tish law moves closer toward U.S. 
practices. 


INDUSTRIAL CONFLICTS 
However, some latitude is allowed 


for not using the courts to deal’ 


with all cases of discrimination. For 
example, in the difficult area of 
industrial conflicts, which involves 
not only employers’ practices but 
also, quite often, discrimination by 
white workers’ groups against co- 
loureds, the present system of con. 
ciliation through tribunals wiil be 
continued. 

The New Race Relations Commis- 
sion will also be responsible for 
assisting complainants of discrimi- 


nation; but its task will largely be- 


restricted to cases raising matters 
of principle rather than the routine 
kind of complaints.

The first is a 
Standing Advisory Committee to the 
Home Secretary, which will include 
Ministers whose departments are cen- 
thally affected by these problems as 
well as representatives of minority 
communities and prominent citizens 
Concerned with racial issues, 

The second body will be 8 new 
Race Relations Commission which 
will replace the present Race Rela- 
tions Board and the Community Re- 
lations Commission. Its principal role 
wiil be to identify and eliminate ra- 
cial discriminatory aera ane as 
promote ‘al opportuni 

have powers to conduct formal in- 
vestigations into the practices of 
organisations or individuals, and will 
also advise and assist individual 
complainants. 

The burning importance of the 
need for the new strategy to suc- 
ceed if Britain is to escape serious 
racial conflicts in future is illus- 
trated by a set of statistics in the 
‘White: Paper. 

In the last decade the character 
of the resident coloured community 
has changed dramatically. In 1965 
less than a quarter of coloureds 
were born in Britain; the majority 
were recent immigrants. Now, about 
two-fifths of coloureds in this coun- 
try were born here — and the time 
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is not far off when the majority 
of Britain's coloured community 
wil have been born and educated 
in this country. 

Thus, says the White Paper, the 
Government's policy must take ac- 
count of the fact that the great 
majority of coloured people are 
here to sfay as part of the per- 
manent British community. 

“Racial discrimination and ‘the 
remedial disadvantages experienced 
by sections of the community be- 
cause of their colour or ethnic 
origin are not only morally un- 
acceptable, not only individual in- 
justice for which there must be 
remedies, but also a form of eco- 
nomic and socta} waste which we 
88 8. society cannot afford.” 

The critical question is whether 
the Government’s new strategy will 
Measure up to the challenge which 
is envisaged by its bold pronounce- 
ments. What seems clear is that 
the debate over the new legislation 
is going to be stormy, with reac- 
tionary elements claiming that it 
is going too far and with other 
eritices charging that the new pro- 
posals are not lkely to prove ef- 
fective. 


‘Oswald phoned 
Soviet, Cuban 
embassies weeks 


before JFK shot’ 


NEW. YORK (UPI). — Bight weeks 
before President John F. Kennedy 
wag assassinated in Dallas, Texas, 
the Central Intelligence Agency se- 
cretly tape-recorded two telephone 
calls Lee Harvey Oswald made to the 
Cuban and Soviet Embassies in Mex- 
ico City, the “New York Times" 
reported in its Sunday editions. 

“The Times," quoting sources fami- 
liar with the events, said the CIA, 
after monitoring Oswald's call to the 
Soviet Embassy, warned the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation on October 
10 that Oswald was present in the 
Mexican capital, 

Although the FBI at the time 
was investigating Oswald for his pro- 
Castro activities, the “Times” said 
there was “no indication” the agency 
ever followed up on the CIA informa- 
tion.

SELECTIVE taxation under present 
circumstances and for a short period 
of transition. may prove the lesser of 
two evils. /mmediate revenue is 
needed—can be obtained through 
classless, indirect taxes: 
automobiles; petrol, tobacco 
Products, possibly liquor. If IL3b. 
are to be levied fram these sources 
only, severe increases in the rate of 
indirect taxation. and in the price of 
these selected commodities, are un- 
avoidable. Consumption of these 
commodities—or semi-luxuries—is, 
however, virtually inflexible: people 
will forego anything rather than 
forgo their cigarettes or motor-car. 

Severc taxation — and severe 
price rises — for these items will 
necessarily be reflected in the cost- 
of-living index, and in public cxpen- 
diture budgets. But VAT would be 
much more strongly reflected 
there—probably with a larger 
percentage increase than warranted 
by the initial rate of tax. In fact, 
every transfer of three te five billion 
pounds from the consumer to the 
Treasury must influence the cost-of- 
living, and fn turn, the public budget. 
But the Treasury needs these vast 
sums, and cannot wait much longer. 

One plus. however, is that these 
selective indirect taxes can be 
switched off at will. Moreover the 
social implications of selective in- 
direct taxes are Jess violent. They 
will not at least not im- 
mediately—cause the tremendous 
increase in the weight of the public 
debt which VAT is almost certain to 
produce. The total public debt linked 
to the cost-of-living index iat present 
prices) is estimated to exceed IL80b. 
If VAT, at an initial rate of seven per 
cent, causes the index to rise by 
seven per cent—in itself an op- 
timistic assumption — the public 
debt will rise by nearly IL6b. This 
means, an additional allocation of 
1IL1.4b., equivalent to perhaps two- 
fifths of the revenue from VAT, will 
be required annually for the in- 
creased cost of the public debt ser- 
vice alone.

And perhaps the most serious 
problem remains: Can the Treasury 
even make it wait through the 
period of transition which a new tax- 
ation system involves, even with the 
best wil] on all sides?

Hydro-electric plant 
planned for Dead Sea 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

A committee of experts appointed 
in 1974 by then Development 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev has 
recommended the construction of a 
hydro-electric plant in the Dead Sea 
which would power by pump- 
ing water from the “Mediterranean 
Sea to the Dead Sea, according to a 
report published by the committee. 
‘The 300-megawatt plant would supp- 
ly 10 per cent of the peak hour elec- 
tricity demand in ten years. 

The committee, chaired by a Bar 
Tan University professor, began 
work in March 1974. It reviewed the 
effects of pumping water along the 

projected route, concentrating on 
the consequences to the existing 
bromide phosphate plants in the 
Sdom area and the electric power 
that can be drawn from the 400- 
metres fall. 

To minimize damage to the ex- 
Asting plants, the committee 
recommended that no more than 1 
pillion cubic metres be pumped an-

nually for the first 10 years. Such a 
plan would increase the water level 
of the Dead Sea by only 5 metres. 

The power plant would be located 
at the end of a tunnel beginning south 
of Ashdod and ending near Ein Fesh- 
kha on the northwestern bank of the 
Dead Sea. If the political situation 
renders the location at Ein Feshkha, 
which was in Jorden before 1967, un- 
feasible, the tunne! could be run to 
Ein Gedi. The estimated cost of the 
project in 1974 was $200m. 

The benefits of this scheme would 
be numerous. First. it would supply 
electricity essential to a country as 
dependent on foreign ol! as Israel is. 
Second, the new water supply would 
prevent the evaporation of the salt 
poois at thé southern end of the Dead 
Sea, and would help | wash | aw ,ac- 
cumulations of surplus 58] 
the water from the τ ἀν τ τας 
could be used to cool nuclear plants 
which could thus be placed inland 
and not limited to the sea coast as 
currently planned. :

REVOLT IN THE CELTIC FRINGE

AN INDEPENDENT SCOTLAND, 
with ἃ seat at the UN between Saudi 
Arabia and Senegal, is one of those 
things that seem incredible in 
prospect, but quickly come to be 
seen as natural and inevitable if they 
should occur. The analogy the Scot- 
tish Nationalists like best is the 
separation of Norway from Sweden 
at the beginning of this century, with 
its beneficial effects for both coun- 
tries. 

While Scottish independence is by 
ne means inevitable ag yet. it is 
becoming a real possibility. 
Scotland's 5% million people are 
already a nation, acknowledged as 
such by themselves and everyone 
else. They have lived the greater 
part of their history as an indepen- 
dent country — one of considerable 
distinction — and despite their long 
union with England there has been 
no detectable blurring of their 
separate national identity. 

Scotland's subordination to Lon- 
don for the past 258 years did not 
seem such a high price to pay when 
Britain was the richest and most 
powerful nation {n the world, and 
opened up careers for talented Scots 
in business, government and the 
armed forces all over the Empire. It 
has started to feel more onerous 
since Britain's decline from that 
high estate. 

What made the option of in- 
dependence finally seem real and 
economically viable, however, was 
the discovery of huge reserves of oil 
off the Scottish coast. By last year 
the implications of this had sunk into 
the’ Scottish consciousness, and the 
Scottish Nationalist Party vote 
leaped to 30 per cent, from 11 per 
cent in 1970 and only 5 per cent in 
1914. 

When North Sea oil reaches peak 
production around 1980, its annual 
value will be equivalent to 60 per 
cent of Scotland's current national 
product. The government which 
collects the revenues from it will be 
receiving about ten billion dollars a 
year. Should that government be 
Edinburgh and not London, it would 
allow Scotland to abolish all income 
and sales taxes, and still have huge 
amounts left for expanding social 
services and attracting new in- 
dustry. Suddenly, nationalist senti- 
ment and economic advantage have 
come together for a great many 
Scots. Indeed. the only real opposi- 
tion to the SNP in Scotland now com- 
es from the idealism and inter- 
nationalism of the Scottish Labour 
movement, which. like its Celtic 
counterpart in Wales, has been more 


fundamentalist in its socialism than 
the English Labour Party. 

Scottish socialists nourish a deep 
distrust for the capitalist links and 
orientations of the SNP leadership. 
Many are dismayed by the haste 
which the Labour government has 
shown in making concessions to the 
demand for autonomy in Scotland. 
For there is no question that the con- 
stitutional status quo is dead in Bri- 
tain. The government has recognis- 
ed this by promising a djl) later this 
year to “devolve’’ a measure of 
national autonomy to Scotland and 
Wales, to include at the least the 
creation of Scottish and Welsh 
national assemblies. 

This is an admitted attempt to 
defuse the explosive potential of 
Scottish nationalism. However, the 
British, reared in a highly centralist 
tradition, instinctively and profound- 
ly mistrust the idea of federalism, 
and it is clear that the ‘slippery 
slope’ fears of many English 
politicians and most Scottish 
Labourites are shared by the govern- 
ment. 


AN INDEPENDENT Scottish 
republic is now quite conceivable in 
less than ten years. If it comes, it 
would be ruinous for England. 

For most of the past two centuries 
Englishmen have taken little in- 
terest in what went on north of the 
Tartan Curtain, and would not have 
been profoundly damaged by Scot- 
tish separation. The main conse- 
quence even ten years ago would 
have been a permanent shift to the 
right in English politics. (Only one 


-British Labour government would 


have been elected in this century 
without Scottish and Welsh votes.) 
But now the Scottish nationalists are 
proposing to take with them the oil 
which the English too look to as the 
source of their national salvation. 
The whole SNP strategy as 


. currently conceived depends on get- 


ting the oi], and on willing English 
cooperation after the divorce as 
well. Disentangling two mature in- 
dustrial economies that have been 
intimately joined since their begin- 
nings (two-thirds of Scottish ‘‘ex- 
ports" go to England) might not be 
ἔπ insoluble problem. providing both 
states remained members of the 
EEC. But the oil question makes 
English cooperation in Scottish in- 
dependence a pious hope. 

The argument may never get that 
far. but settling the issue of seabed 
rights would be almost impossible. 
No line exists now, but one drawn at 
right angles to the prevailing trend 
of the coast, in accord with inter- 
national practice, would give 
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England some of the more southerly 
oilfields which Mercator maps and 
‘SNP propaganda tell"the Scots are 
off their own east coast.

One is now seeing the very first 
overt stirrings of an English 
nationalism long buried within a 
presumed greater British whole. The 
separation of Scotland from 
England, should it ever come to that, 
would not be at all a neighbourly 
Seandinavian-style affair; it would 
be bitter, and exceedingly messy.

The concept of productivity can be phrased another way. 
Low productivity means over-manning; over-manning means 
waste. This waste exists primarily in a vast area, the public 
services, which are not exposed to the continuous pruning pro- 


cess of commercial competition. 


Not all the public services are over-manned. But some are, 
and the offence is ‘often very conspicuous. The public. should 
realise that every idle or under-employed person who draws 3 


salary 


—for example (to take a topical case) the surplus 


docker — is financed, ultimately, by the taxpayer. 
Eliminating this kind of waste would not abolish taxation 
altogether. But it could obviate at least part of those burden- 
some extra levies that are to be applied over the coming years. 
Unfortunately, however, the continuing rigidities of our eco- 
nomy and conditions of employment tend to promote rather 
than moderate such over-manning. And the treatment of this 
1 lies far beyond the realm of fiscal policy, for it would hit 
at the heart of our patterns of work and patterns of vested 


interests. 


Rising taxes, therefore are part of the price we 


must pay for the huxury of our weaknesses.

It is impossible to understand

They are motivated by a 
pathological determination that 
never again will they allow 

~anyone to herd them like lambs 
to the slaughter. 

They know that Israel can 
never afford to lose a war. 

Added to this is the general 
conviction in Israel that had the 
surprise Egyptian-Syrian attack 
with 4,000 tanks in October 1973 
taken place on the 1967 borders, 
civilian casualties would have 
been appailing and the possibili- 
ty of defeat very real. 


TODAY the Israeli people find 
themselves confronted by the 
harshest dilemma: can Israel 
buy peace from the Arabs? 

There are many, possibly a 
majority, who share the convic- 
tion of former Israeli Prime 
Minister Mrs. Golda Meir, whom 
I visited in her modest suburban 
home on the outskirts of Tel 
Aviv. 

“The Arabs do not just want 
back what they lost in 1967,"" she 
declared, 


“Jf that was the limit of the 
problem, why did they come to 
attack us in 1967 when we held no 
Egyptian territory, no Syrian 
territory, nor were we occupying 
the West Bank or Hast 
Jerusalem?" . 

But on the other hand, if ever 
conditions were right for a ma- 
jor break-through in the Middle 
East deadiock, it is now. 

The fide in the a world is 
running against the Russians 
“and the extremists, The burden 
of war in blood and resources 
has become too great. 

Egypt is currently devoting 40 


” per cent of her budget to 


military expenditure. 

However all the signs are that 
today Sadat and King Hussein 
want peace. : 

And with any realistic war 
tion at least temporarily remov- 
ed from the Syrians — for if 
Syria were to hazard a war with 
Israel on her own she would risk 
having Israeli tanks in 
Damascus within 86 houra “— 
President Assad now hag an in- 
terest in following the path of 
peaceful negotiation blazed by 
Sadat. 

The recent alignment of Syria 
with Jordan is more evidence of 
Assad seeking a path to the West 
than of Hussein turning towards 
extremism. ᾿

TO PUT IT at the minimum: 


there is a new climate in the.
